The provincial Government 
levied a direct tax upon the pro- 
perty owners of Edmonton, 
amounting to some $90,000 per 
year. The Government pays to- 
ward the support of the public 


and separate schools in the city | 


less than $70,000 per year. 
Under the heading of ‘‘supple 
mentary revenue’’ the Govern- 
ment thus draws from the city 
treasury about $20,000 more 
than it contributes toward the 
cost of the schools. Or to put it 
another way, the city could main- 
tain its schools on the present 
standard without aid from the 
provincial treasury and without 
increasing taxes, and leave $20.- 
000 per year in the pockets of 
the taxpayers if this direet pro- 
vincial levy on city property 
were abolished. 

There are, besides, the automo- 
bile license tax, the gasolene tax, 
the amusement tax, to a share in 
all of which the city is fairly en- 
titled but from which it gets 
nothing. Without increasing the 
present rates to anybody, it 
would be worth perhaps a quar- 
ter of a million dollars per year 
to the city treasury if it got the 
proceeds of these taxes. That 
ridiculous situation cannot con- 
tinue. The cities are being drain- 
ed of money which the taxpay- 
ers can ill afford to spare and 
which the municipal councils 
desperately need to meet their 
debt obligations and keep the 
sidewalks and streets in toler.
